The court room was crowded as it 


has not been before, and the interest 
was intense as the admiral began his 
recital of the events which preceded 
the active naval campaign off Santia- 
go. 


His testimony is expected to occupy 


all the afternoon and a part of to- 
morrow. 


Washington, Oct. 24 — Every avail- 


able seat in the Schley court of in- 
quiry was occupied today. Intense in- 
terest was shown from the fact that 
Admiral Schiey may testify today. 


Captain 
Charles E. Clark, whose 


record as commander of the Oregon is 
the boast of all Americans, was called 
this morning, being the last witness in 
Schley's behalf 
before the 
admiral 


himself takes the stand. 


Captain Clark described the chase 


after the Spanish ships and said he 
was afraid at one time that the Ore- 
gon would have to sustain the con- 
centrated fire of several of the Span- 
ish ships. 


Just then the smoke lifted and he 


saw the Brooklyn weill forward on the 
outer port beam, broadside to the en- 
emy.

connected with the affair appeared be- 
for the jury to testify in regard to re 
ports 
that a compromise had been 


made 
whereby thevmen were allowed 


to escape after returning nearly a mil- 
lion's worth of the bank's funds which 
they had stolen. 


District 
Attorney- Moulton and his 


assistant, Mr. Casey,- 
asked for in- 


dictment warrants against the miss- 
ing officials. 
I 


Mr. Moulton and tiiswassistants do UT 


intend to lose any rim£ now that thf 
matter has been called to their attention 
and every effort possible will be exerted 
to apprehend the fugitives. Pending 
the Issuance of indictment warrants, 
United States Marshal Darling and a 
corps of experienced assistants are hard 
at work trying to get some trace of the 
men. The United State* authorities 
have asked for assistance from the 
Boston police. 


It is by cha«ce that the'jury met this 


morning. The jurors met last week, 
and after business was completed, ad- 
journed until Oct. 24. 
< 


It is quite probable, however, ttiat If 


the jury had not been coming in at this 
time, the Jurors would have been called 
together for this especial purpose, be- 
cause the authorities believe that when 
the fugitive bank men are found it will 
be in another country. The matter of 
extradition will then have to be con- 
sidered, and It will *e a much easier 
task to have tbe men .brought back to 
the United States when it is shown that 
indictments have teen returned against 
thenvthan if it were simpy shown that 
there was only a complaint out. 


Another reason for the calling to- 


gether of the jurors at this time is to 
obviate the difficulty which might have 
to be met in getting the officers of the 
bank to testify. It is true that Bank Ex- 
aminer Ewer has been through the 
bank's affairs and obtained much evi- 
dence against the missing men, but tlm 
was of slight consequence compared 
with what the officers themselves knew. 
The difficulty will be done away with 
to a great extent, since the officers of 
the bank will be obliged te come before 
the grand jury and tell all they know. 


Bench warrants harrp been issued for 


the arrest of both men. Swift is wanted, 
it is alleged, on a warrant charging him 
with making false entries on the books 
of the bank nnd of abstracting funds 
•mounting to $500,000. Smith, it is al- 
leged, is charged with the embezzlement 
of $115,000 and also with abstracting 
$500,000.

mail 
deliverers have in many cases 


taken, the following rule has been is- 
sued 
by the government prescribing 


the duties of rural carriers: 


Hereafter rural lefter carriers shall 


not act as agentsT"salesmen or solici- 
tors for express companies, letter box 
manufacturers, wholesale houses, cor- 
porations, or firms nor engage In any 
business 
or. avocation which would 


terfere with the proper performance of 
their official duties. They may act as 
news agents sell newspapers or period- 
icals on their own account or accept 
and collect subscriptions for the same. 


When 
carriers receive newspapers 


tor periodicals by express or by other 
means ou\side the mails to be sdld or 
delivered on their routes, they, as news 
agents will be required to pay postage 
on 
such matter at the second -lass 


rate of postage (1 cent per pound) ex- 
cept 
in "the case of c'ounty papers, 


which 
are mailed free to subscribers 


residing in the county in which they 
are published. 


Tl.is order is not intended to pro- 


hibit carriers from performing various 
private commission for the accommo- 
dation of the patrons on their routes 
so long as it does not interfere with 
the regular and prompt performance 
of their duty.

the Colon \\ em <i»i»v.re. Tut guns were 
constantly being fired. The Texas was 
on oar starboard band, and she was 
fully a third of a mile from us. There 
was nev^r any question In my inind 
about striking her. We were slightly 
ahead of her and turned In that way 
entirely clear of -her. 


"After swmginground we lined uppar- 


•Hel with the Spanish fleet. In a few 
minutes the Teresa went ashore, on tire. 
Boon after the Onuendo followed, and 
then we sided up with the Yiscaya and 
kept with her for 10 or 12 miles. At -his 
time there was no ship to be seen astern 
except the Oregon, which was about 
half a mile from us. On this run with 
the Viscaya, Ellis wns killed. There 
were 14 or 15 of us standing together. 
The commodore asked in » matter of 
feet tone: 'What is the range?1 Ellis 
ftised the stadimetre to his eye, and as 
he did so a shell took his head off. As 
he fell to the deck, dead, young Mc- 
Cauley said 'Let's throw it overboa-d.' 


"The commodore said: 'No, don't 


throw that body overboard. He died 
like a brave man and I am going to bury 
him like one.' He directed me to look 
out for tlie body. 


"The Tiscaya was putting up the 


fceet fight of any ship there. She 
fought well and the big shells were go- 
Sng over us and a great many of us 
ducked. These shells sounded like half 
a dozen railroad trains under way," 


"As they were heard V ®S through 


the air, down would go a head, but Com- 
modore Schley's bead never bent." 


There was a great outburst of ap- 


plause in the court room as in a dramatic 
way the witness recited this incident. 
Admiral Dewey for the first time during 
the sessions of the court found it neces- 
sary to pound his garel on the table and' 
admonished the audience against such 
demonstrations. Continuing his story 
the witness said: 


"He was as calm, cool and collected as

"THE TREASURY SURPLUS 


Hag Been Steadily Ueduced Despite* 


the Obstacles Kalsed by War 


Washington, Oct. 21.—Probably that 


part of Secretary Gage's Milwaukee 
address which will most impress the 
general public, made up of men who 
are unacquainted with the details of 
banking, is that in which he deals with 
the public debt. The average reader has 
neither time nor the opportunity for 
following the Treasury operations from 
week to week and month to month. In 
a general way he knows that the coun- 
try's credit is "gilt edged," and that the 
Spanish war and "expansion" have not 
strained our resources or strength; but 
It is doubtful if he realizes that the In- 
terest-hearing debt of the United States 
Was reduced from §1,046,049,000 to $985,- 
476,000, a reduction of $60,000,000 be- 
tween Nov. 1, 1899. and Aug. 1, 1901. 
The financial management of our war 
with Spain was indeed wonderfully suc- 
cessful. We raised great armies, en- 
larged our navy, conquered an empire, 
and within less than two years of the 
signing of the treaty of peace, reduced 
the taxation that the struggle had ren- 
dered necessary, and are now cutting 
down our debt. 


Secretary Gage's solution of the treas- 


ury surplus is simple. It is to reform 
6ur financial legislation in such a wav 
that the government may deposit funds 
it does not need with the banks on con- 
ditions which secure it and at the same 
time yield it a return without maintain- 
ing requirements which are like those at 
present in use are onerous. In general 
the other recommendation? of the secre- 
tary tend to take the government out of 
the banking business savo in its su- 
pervisory capacity, and to free banking 
from the requirements which limit or 
hamper its responsiveness to the busi- 
ness of the country. 


Many secretaries have been embar- 


rassed with the question of what to do 
with the surplus, an embarrassment 
which becomes all the more pressing as 
the country becomes the more prosper- 
ous. When prosperity is general and 
pronounced, as it is today, there is the 
more demand for money with which to 
capitalize enterprises at the very time 
when the increased consumption of tax- 
able articles is sending increased vol- 
umes of revenue in'o the treasury.

THE SAMAR OUTBREAK 


Not Considered Serious by the 


War Department 


CHAFFEE HAS AMPLE FOROE 


To Handle Insurgents Under Exlitlng 


Circumstances— Fresh 
Tr< op» 
to 


Take Place of Men Whose Enlist. 
meats Have Expired 


Washington, Oct. 24.— Secretary Root 


resumed his official duties at the war 
department yesterday after an absence 
of several weeks. His vacation was in- 
terrupted by the assassination of Presi- 
dent McKinley, and the sorrow and ex- 
citement incident to that tragic affair 
BO affected his health that he was com- 
pelled to seek several weeks' in fhe 
mountains. 


There is an enormous amount of work 


awaiting his immediate consideration. 
One of the questions requiring his earli- 
est attention relates to the array in the 
Philippines It is for him to determine 
whether existing conditions require 
that reinforcements shall be sent to 
General Chaffee or whether the army 
may be reduced without impairing its 
efficiency. 


While the officials of the war depart- 


ment are watching with keen Interest 
the developments in Samar, they do 
not anticipate the outbreak will reach 
any serious stage. 


It is believed at the department that 


General Chaffee has ample force to 
handle the insurgents there. There is 
no present intention of increasing the 
force in the Philippines. The troops to 
be sent to the Philippines In the next 
month or two will take the places of 
those whose terms of enlistment have 
expired. 


By the expiration of enlistment with- 


in the next few months the army in the 
Philippines will be reduced by about 
10,000 men. The officials of the war de- 
partment are making preparations to 
meet this difficulty by the transfer of 
troops from the United States. 


Final action in that regard 
.1 wails 


only the approval of the secretary of 
war. Traops and transports are ready 
to start for the Philippines as soon as 
he gives the word. 


It ia expected that the first expedition 


will start from San -Franoteeo early 
next month on the transports Grant 
and Meade, and that more troops will 
be forwarded later from New York by 
way of the Suez canal on the transport 
Crook. 


The reductions will be gradual and 


will be met from time to time by fresh 
troops, as required. Tiiese arrange- 
ments are predicted on the belief that 
It will be necessary to maintain the 
Philippine army at a strength of about 
40,000 men for some time t« come,

THE FALL KIVBR AITUATION

that a cut down of 15 per cent was 
necessary by the state of the market. 
M. C. D. Borden then exploded his first

•wages in his huge plant would be in- 
creased five per cent. This quieted the 
other mill managers, so far as a cut- 
down was concerned. Now Mr. Borden 
lias created consternation once more 
Jty announcing another Increase of five 
iper 'cent, thus giving his employes a 
raise of 10 per cent instead of a re- 
.duction of 35 per cent which the other 
1 managers sought to force._ Naturally 
^enough the workers are led to believe 
[that they have been the victims of an 
j unjust attempt at reduction based on 
Lfalse statements in regard to the con- 
dition of the market. They have been 
[disposed to regard Mr Borden as a 
/benefactor. 
It is certain Uiat Mr. 


f Borden has been most successful in 
^keeping his motives to himself, so that 
^he is regarded as a man of eonsider- 
Vftble mystery. But it is also possible to 
^retard him as merely a very shrewd 
^business man, beating the other manu- 
facturers at their own game, since he 
Oias put himself In a position where he 
jy-can't lose and may win, as was shown 
Lin yesterday 
afternoon's 
dispatches. 


^.Whatever his motives may be, it is 
' certain that Mr. Borden is a burden to 
iiis fellow manufacturers, and if he is 
a benefactor, the results of his action 
might prove disastrous to that strike 
swept city.

A Growing Tendency to Force Ap- 


platwe for Weak Sc«n««. Tn« 


Coming Attraction* 


One of the features of all theatrical 


productions in this city which has 
grown more and more noticeable in 
the last season or so is the remark- 
able ease with which 
the 
curtain 


moves up again after dropping on the 
close of an act. It ie a tendency which 
i* somewhat embarrassing to actors 
and audience alike, and is nrore apt to 
give a ludicrous finish to any scene 
than to giye the impression that it has 
been a tremendous success. There was 
a time when the curtain was supposed 
to be raised again only in-response to 
the applause of the audience, and as a 
result, a curtain call was evidence of 
the audience's satisfaction. Even now 
the raising: of the curtain occasionally 
means \\hat it is intended to. But in 
the desire of managers to give a play 
the appearance of popi'larity the thing 


i' has beon carried to such a disgusting 


pass that it is pretty -well understood 


1 that when the curtain goes down it is 
sure to go up again, applause or not. 
In fact, the regularity ^ith which this 
•occurs leads to the belief that in the 
directions given to the stage's curtain 
man by the manager 
of the show, 


there is a regular schedule of the num 
ber of times the curtain is to go up 
after each act. 
The consequence is 


that whether the audience is applaud- 
ing or not, the curtain rises according 
to schedule, and it is a poor audience 
which will not have the grace to add a 
little more hand -clapping for the bene- 
fit of the actora when the curtain has 
done this. But the whole thing is an 
evidence of a tendency to force appre- 
ciation on the part of managers, which 
should call for the severest condemna- 
tion. When the beauty or strength of 
a scene leads the audience to pro- 
longed applause, it snould be reward- 
pd by the raising of the curtain. But 
to have the curtain bob up and d'own 
v/ithout regard to the audience's ex.. 
piessed wishes is a confession of weak 
ness on the part of the show itself, 
which practically removes what littl? 
impression a weak scene may 
have 


left. 


A matinee as well as an evening per- 


formance of "The parish priest" will 
be given by Daniel Sully and his com- 
pany at the Empire Saturday. The play 
has been given here twice before, and 
each time has proved rarely pleasing 
,to the audience. Its story is therefore 
familiar, as well as the art by which 
Mr. Sully makes himself a stage figure 
to be long remembered with pleasure. 
As the parish priest he exercises his 
personal influence more than that of 
the pastor, but while there is nothing 
of dogma 'Or creed in the play, there is 
the atmosphere of authority in much 
that he does to influence the lives of 
those about him for good. The play is 
eminently refreshing in 
comparison 


with many of the comedy dramas 
which are presented, and few stage 
pictures give more real pleasure than 
that in the third act, showin'g the pas- 
tor's study, as he sits and smokes and 
plans for the welfare of others. The

Oil I* Sow SapenedlBK Coal •• Coal

The railroads of the United States 


spent for fuel for their locomotives last 
year $80,000,000, or about 10 per cent 
of the whole cost of railroad operating 
in the country, siiys the New York Sun. 
In addition to the coal purchased for 
the use of locomotives there Is the ex- 
pense of its transportation, for several 
of the railroads are so far removed 
from coal supplies that they are com- 
pelled to carry coal for long distances. 


One of the most important railroads 


of the country in respect to the terri- 
tory it serves (the Southern Pacific) haa 
not on Its route a coalfield from New 
Orleans to S;iu Francisco and has had 
10 import its coal from Alabama, New 
Mexico and Colorado. This has been 
one of its heaviest Items of expense, 
but since the utilization of oil as a rail- 
road fuel It is so no longer. Oil in great 
abundance has been used recently as a 
fuel by all tlie railroads running 
through Texas, and on some southwest- 
ern divisions of the trunk lines of that 
section it is being used almost exclu- 
sively for passenger locomotives. 


Originally' American railroads used 


wood only as fuel. At present coal, soft 
or anthracite, is most generally used. 
the average -train requiring about two 
tons of anthracite for each 100 miles 
run and about a ton and a half of soft 
coal for the same run. Soft coal, more 
available for the railroads of the west 
and 'south, costs about 50 per cent per 
ton less than anthracite, but oil as a 
ftjel has been found to be very much 
cheaper tban either and as it comes 
Into more general use is superseding 
coal as coal superseded wood.

The new locomotives 1986 and 1987 


of the West Jersey and Seashore rail- 
road are the largest passenger engines 
In the world, says the Philadelphia 
Times. Each stands twenty-eight tons 
on its rear drivers and carries 205 
pounds of steain. The driving wheels 
are seven feet high. They were built 
at the Schpectady Locomotive works. 
As an evidence of speed a smaller en- 
gine of-t;he _ same class on the New 
York Centra.! recently drew the Empire 
State express from New York to Alba- 
ay, 142 miles, In twenty minutes less 
than its (schedule time. One of the 
West Jersey engines has run from 
Haddonneld Junction to Atlantic City, 
fifty-two miles, "in forty-five minutes, 
palling a,,,twelve car Pullman train. 
Pennsylvania ^officials say they are of 
the most advanced type of locomotives 
in the world. They are called class E, 
2X. 


The chief .peculiarity in the new en- 


gines is that,the driving power is ap- 
plied to the rear driving wheel by a di- 
rect rod, thence by a parallel rod to 
the front, d>iyer. This arrangement 
does away 'with the angular thrust, 
with its lost power, between cross- 
head and crank pin, that the direct ap- 
plication of the driving power to the 
front driving wheel gives. 


Electric headlights are to be attached 


to every locomotive of the Chicago and 
Alton road:" 'The work of equipping 
the engines'of the company has been 
commenced at the shops In Blooming- 
ton, 111., and will be kept up until every 
one is supplied. A year ago, according 
to the Chicago Inter Ocean, the com- 
pany placed an experimental order of 
twelve of these lights for the fast pas- 
senger engines, and the service has 
been so satisfactory that it has been 
decided to outfit every engine owned 
by the company. An order has been 
placed for 110 sets with a Chicago con- 
cern, and others will be ordered later. 
The passenger and fast freight en 
gibes will be equipped first and later 
the heavy freighters. 
When all are 


supplied, the Alton will enjoy the dis- 
tinction of being the only road that 
can boast of such an acquirement. The 
attachment is "a costly one, and the 
great expense has prevented most 
roads from Indulging in the novelty. 


Mr. Cecil Rhodes Is determined that 


travelers upon his Cape to Cairo rail- 
way shall not have any cause to com- 
plain of lack of comfort while en route. 
There has just been shipped to South 
Africa a train de luxe which, so far as 
comfort and convenience are concern- 
ed, cannot be excelled by any railway 
either In England or America, says the 
.London Mail. The train comprises a 
dining saloon, three ordinary carriages 
convertible at night into sleepers, one 
carriage containing smoking room, li- 
brary, cardroom, buffet and observa- 
tion platform at the rear and a combin- 
ed postal and luggage wagon. Each 
coach measures fifty-six feet in length, 
and, being suspended on bogie wheels, 
the maximum of comfort and smooth- 
ness in running is attained with an ab- 
sence of vibration.

tween New York and Buffalo has be- 
come BO heavy that an additional track 
will be built, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

Theodore Roosevelt has been presi- 


dent of the United States long eaougl 
to have made a distinct Impression on 
the public mea who make tip what is 
vaguely termed Washington sentiment 
writes the Washington correspondent 
of the New York Evening Post. The 
question on everybody's lips is, "What 
kind of a president is Roosevelt going 
to make?" Enough persons have been 
to see him, from senators and other 
party leaders down to the most trivial 
callers, and he Lis said enough in re- 
sponse to their varied requests to fur- 
nish the data by which all interested 
observers may make their own predic- 
tions, according to their individual 
standards of political expediency and 
public duty. 


That the presidency is an office in 


which a man must submit to endless 
Importunity is the experience of every 
recent occupant. General Harrison told 
the friends who inquired concerning 
bis willingness to be a candidate in 
1896 that he should dread to have to go 
through again the terrible ordeal of 
grappling entanglements and listening 
to the appeals for patronage. President 
Cleveland in bis second term issued a 
notice to the effect that he would not 
receive Importunities for office, but 
that all the preliminary discussion 
must be had with the cabinet officers 
in whose departments the positions. re- 
spectively came. President McKinley, 
as was often noted, possessed an al- 
most magical faculty for "passing peo- 
ple along" and yet doing it graciously. 
Still the office wore heavily on him and 
left his constitution somewhat weak- 
ened. 


President Roosevelt, It is acknowl- 


edged, has not yet acquired the Mc- 
Kinley art of taking these troubles 
easily. AVWle perfectly good natured 
and cordial to ail lite visitors, he bears 
quiet evidence «f being frightfully 
bored 6}- the office brokers and tells 
those wbs cams to see Wm on matters 
of public polfcy how glad be is to have 
the patronage harangue occasionally 
interrupted. Of course everything tbajt* 
a president says to bis callers is re- 
peated to somebody and tends to travel 
rapidly. When he tells the bearer of a 
statesmanlike message that be wel- 
comes such -an oasis, the virtnous man 
loses no time in letting it get around 
to the place hunters that their visits 
are less welcoraed than his own. Al- 
ready there is some feeling among the 
politicians that they are suffering a 
Blight when their errands relate to 
office. Some of the president's jocular 
remarks at such times have been quot- 
ed afterward as coinin? a little too 
near the truth to be wholly enjoyed. 
Two senators were pressing him close- 
ly in regard to patronage the other day 
and thought they had about made their 
point when the president, with a wave 
of the hand, invited into the conversa- 
tion a third man, before whom they 
could not talk, sayiug in a jesting way 
that he wanted to get a little respite 
from their importunities. His humor 
for some reason they did not wholly 
like, and they went away questioning 
whether he would be a real success as 
president. 


Another thing with which the poli- 


ticians find fault is that Mr. Roosevelt 
talks too loud and does not give them 
much opporti^nity for privacy. He re- 
ceives a great many callers in his large 
room at one time, listening to them in 
groups or one by one as they get 
around him. In this sort of conference 
much that he says can be overheard 
by the others present. 
There is also 


a disposition in some quarters to resent 
the notion that the president should 
himself personally ascertain the fit- 
ness of candidates presented for places 
by the senators. 
These dignitaries 


maintain that no president can do this 
without reducing greatly the time at 
his disposal for— listening to further 
appeals. 


The president's callers, 
however, 


while saying that he lacks something 
of Mr. McKinley's skill in Dandling 
people expeditiously and smoothly, ac- 
knowledge that he possesses a wonder- 
ful faculty of knowing in advance 
what they are going to say. He has al- 
ways been noted for this. His mind 
habitually leaps ahead of the conversa- 
tion, and those who start out on a sub- 
ject with platitudes and preliminaries 
are suddenly interrupted by some preg- 
nant remark containing the gist of the 
whole matter. An important visitor the 
other day, known to be long winded 
and painfully precise in his presenta- 
tion of a case, was coached by his ad- 
visers beforehand as to the necessity 
of bringing his remarks within snm!; 
compass. He wanted twenty minutes. 
but his advisers told him that he h.nd 
better get bis §tory into ten, as that 
would be ns long an audience as h? 
could expert. Reluctantly he composed 
i ten minute speech and went to the 
White ^ouse. where, although having 
a very Successful interview, he did not 
jet a chance to talk ninety seconds. 
The president, as soon as the presenta- 
tion began, gave one of his logical 
leaps ahead, showing that he compre- 
hended the whole subject and with a 
question or two reached the visitor's 
exact point of view. Mr. Roosevelt In 
doing this sliowa that he is a Well in- 
formed man. with an alert mentality. 
This greatly lessens the task of listen- 
ing to what everybody has to say, be- 
cause be does not need to bear so 
much.

Watson, and Captain T. F. JewelL

•about as severe, it is stated, as that to 
which a cadet at Annapolis is subjected 
prior to his graduation, and the degree 
of satisfaction enjoyed by the examin- 
ing board can be assumed from the 
fact that when they had completed 
their examination they extended their 
hearty congratulations to Gunner Mar- 
tin for the manner in which h§ had 
responded to their severe catechising. 


The appointment of Martin will en- 


courage otter enlisted men to strive to 
overcome a hitherto frupassable barrier 
In the navy. The papers for a gunner 
natied Soula, w!:o fcas been before a 
board at San Francisco, have also been 
received with recommendation that be 
be commissioned.

Serious Condition of the Occnnnnts 


of the National ZoolosicnJ Park. 
Among the wards of the nation are 


not only the Indians and Eskimos so 
generally known, but also the 839 ani- 
mals, small and large, which have been 
gathered intoxthe National Zoological 
park at Washington. Judging from 
the recent report issued by the Smith- 
sonian institution, which has charge of 
thp park, the needs of these dumb de- j 
pendents of the nation, which repre- 1 
sent not only the animals of the Unit- ! 
ed Stated,' but of other countries, are j 
sometimes lost sight of in the press of 
business with which congress is oc- 
cupied. This state of things is con- 
sidered the more deplorable since the 
park collection is being constantly in- 
creased 
by 
valuable contributions 


through American consuls anil is used 
by zoologists as woll as by artists and 
animal students, notably by such men 
as Charles R. Knight, J. M. Gleesou. L 
A, Fuertes, Ernest Seton-Thoinpson, 
A. Radclyfte Pmrmore and E. F. Kel- 
ler. 


S. P. Langley, secretary of the Smith 


sonlan, says, for example, that anaoue 
the imperative needs of the park aie a 
suitable bird and reptile house, a house 
for small mammals and a building for 
the aquarium. The park, he says, has 
the nucleus for an excellent collection 
of aquatic birds, but no suitable win- 
ter quarters for( them, 11,0 available 
bathing facilities, and as a conse- 
quencfc' a fine group of 
flamingoes 


brought from Cuba was recently lost j 
The death rate among the parrots and 
macaws is also larger than it would 
be If they could be properly protected 
during the winter season. 


The reptiles of the park are no bet- 


ter off, according to the detailed report 
of the superintendent. The rare and 
curious specimens of the giant tor- 
toise from the Galapagos islands are 
housed in an office room wholly un- 
suitable, with little 'sunlight and in- 
sufficient ventilation. The alligators 
are unreasonably crowded and often 
injure 
themselves 
in consequence. 


With, no room for taaks for other 
amphibious creatures no attempt can 
be made1 to preserve the American 
crocodile, now in danger of disappear- 
ing, as lias the buffalo, or to obtain 
any of the large sea turtles of the 
American coast. 


The case of the small mammals 


which are compelled to get along with 
no outside yards or secluded breeding 
places has resulted in complaints by 
visitors which the management have 
Indorsed, although themselves unable 
to remedy the evils without aid from 
congress.
